European Hunger 


Is Nazi Handicap 


Bumper Crops Produce 


Only 80%, of Peo- 


ples Needs

WASHINGTON^ - The men who 


shape the foreign policy of the United 
States are working temporarily ''on 
the assumption thaat Herr Hitler is 
net only the political and military 
kingspih of all Europe, save Russia, 
but the economic master as well. 


So they assume, too, that it's up 


to the boss to feed 350,000,000 mouths. 
And the republics of this hemisphere 
are interested in knowing how Hitler 
proposes to do it. 


Even in good times, if all the food 


raised on the continent of Europe 
(Russia excepted) were evenly divid- 
ed each person -would only have 80 
per cent of what he needed, 


In normal times, America makes 


up Europe's deficit in raw materials. 
Scrnothing like half of the American 
nations' exports go there. 


The American policy makers as- 


sume that Germany and Italy believe 
the distress occasioned by the loss 
of markets in Europe will be so great 
that almost any trade proposal by the 
continent will be accepted 
in the 


Americas as a matter of course. 


Tfirce Obstacle!! 


But three great forces are at work 


to prevent such an easy solution of 
Europe's economic problems. The first 
of these is Dame Nature. The second 
is war. And the third is a new and 
vastly broadened Monroe 
Doctrine 


now in the making. 


Taking these forces in order; 
1. Europe suffered the worst win- 


ter in a half century. Spring was late, 
cold and wet. Winter grain suffered. 
Crop prospects are about half as 
good as usuaj. Authentic reports to 
the U. £. Department of Agriculture 
indicate Rumania's crop of winter 
wheat is 40 per cent below normal, 
and rye is 26 per cent under. Rumania 
is Europe's most 
important 
bread 
basket. 


2. Ever since Hitler came to power 


in 1933, Europe has been using the 
cream of its substance for armies, 
munitions and machines of war. Even 
Sweden ha| been making munitions 
and armaments for other powers. The 
switchover from wartime economy to 
peacetime economy always has been 
di.-astrous. After 
the World war, 


Umkuptcy was practically universal, 
international debts went unpaid. The 
depression resulted. 


German financiers' 
already 
have 


foreseen the disaster ahead, and in 
every captured country, even in Ger- 
many, rediscounts rates have been 
lowered—which is an attempt to pro- 
duce easy money. Easy money is the 
first step toward inflation. 


3. The new Monroe Doctrine is not 


only a military and political instru- 
ment to keep European and Asiatic 
powers out of this hemisphere, it 
is also being forged rapidly into an 
economic instrument to prevent econ- 
omic penetration. For economic pene- 
ration now is recognized as a fore- 
runner of political and military con- 


quest. 


At Die Conference of Panama last 


year the 21 American republics form- 
ed an intrn-hemisphere financial and 
economic advisory committee. And 
now that the loss of Europe as a 
market is implied in 
undercover 


threats from Berlin and Rome, the 
committee is going into* action. 


Solid rout Proposed 


The first proposal to reach pub- 


lication Is n plnn to form -an all- 
American corporation or cartel to 
buy up with United States dollars 
the sin-pluses in the United States 
and Latin America, and force Eu- 
ropean bargainers to deal witli a 
solid front of American nations—in^ 
stead, tff picking off business men 
and nations one at a time and play- 
ing them against each other. 


If that all-AJmcricnn corporation 


is formed in Havana this summer 
and gets down to business—and re- 
action in Latin America is universal- 
ly favorable—the Hiller economic bloc 
in Europe won't be able to get what 
it wants on its own terms. 


The British Empire is not avail- 


able, as yet, as a reservoir of sup- 


ply. Russia hasn't enough raw mat- 
erials for' her own needs, nnd her 
political tack of recent weeks in- 
dicates she wouldn't send .them to 
the rest of Europe under Hitler even 
if she had surpluses. So' that lenvt-s 
the American nations ns the best 
source of supply for Europe. 


American foreign-policy innkers tell 


you-off the record that they have no 
desire to Starve the people of Eu- 
rope. .But If American surpluses are 
going to be, used for relief in Eu- 
rope, they want them so labeled and 
hope to make Hitler tell the people 
who receive American relief that his 
system did not produce their .food. 


Nnoffieially, nn American represen- 


tative in Berlin already luis. been told 
by the German under-secretnry of 
agriculture that Germany has no sur- 
plus of grain to'feed the milliqns of 
Europe this winter. 


The American case is based on the 


belief that Hitler will have a hard 
time explaining of all systems, when 
starvation and'famine and bankruptcy 
begin to spread over Europe.

Eatin' Apple Pie 


Is-Good Way to 


Keep Doc Away 


BLACKSBURG, VH.—(/!•)—When you 


eat a slab of that delectable and pop- 
ular American favorite, apple pie, 
you increase your consumption of 
Vitamin C — the anti-scurvy sub- 
stance which is a good general con- 
ditioner. 


Experiments at the Virginia Tech 


home economics department showed 
that apples cooked into pie retain 
more of their Vitamin C content than 
apples cooked any other way: 28 per 
cent for pie, as compared to 22 pei 
cent for fried apples and only 10 ant: 
•13 per cent, respectively, for apple 
sauce and baked apples. 


Although cooking by any mctboc 


causes a lots of the greater part of the 
Vitamin C, Miss Mary J. Saloriub 
found that this loss can be lowered b> 
soaking the fruit in a two per ccnl 
salt water solution overnight before 
it is cooked. 


'Apples contain less Vitamin C thai 


many other fruits, but provide a gooc. 
source when eaten in relatively largo 
amounts. Miss Siilorius found that ap 
plos lose a fignificnnl amount of Vila 
mini C at ordinary cold storage tcm 
pcrtilurc of 40 degrees, hut incur little 
or no loss if stored at P degrees.

Take the matter of defense, for in- 


stance. For 20 years, right in.the face 
of a Europe and Asia that were fever- 
isly'preparing'for the wars that now 
desolate both, we yawned, and allow- 
ed^that it was all pretty, terrible but 
it couldn't touch US. During all those 
20 years we never built a battleship. 
We let the army go to seed. We held 
our air: forces, good though they,were 
in quality, down to minimuras. 


War came to Asia, then {o Europe. 


Even for the first six months of Eu- 
rope's war we dawdled. "Phony!" some 
said. Plenty of time. 


Then, in all its fury the war broke 


bounds Hullabaloi! Hysteria! Lid-off 
appropriations! All of a sudden, quick 
like a bunny, we were going to grind 
out 5000 airplanes a day from one 
plant. Noljody even stopped to multi- 
ply that by 300 and to realize that it 
means a million and a half planes

Now we are settling down to reality. 


Level-headed General. Marshall, the 
chief of staff, has pointed out that 
^we have two problems of defense, 
not one. The first is to get into 
some kind of formation the defense 
forces we now have. This is already 
being done. Bases have been reinforc- 
ed and further protected. Small forc- 
es have been assembled and con- 
solidated . into effective units. Re- 
serve officers, of whom we fortunate- 
ly have a sizeable force, are being 
called:*; up. National. Guard training 
is rapidly being placed on a realis- 
tic basis. The country's 
readiness 


for an instant emergency is far great- 
er than it was even six weeks ago. 


But no long-term program can pos- 


sibly be ready in time to affect the 
outcome of Europe's present crisis. 
That program is aimed at enabling the 
United States to live in comparative 
security in whatever'kind of world 
emerges from the present. That is 
where the follow-through comes in.

Cozzens' Novel Is Case Study 


of Young Writer 


James Gould Cozzens has an in- 


sight into the basic character of men 
that borders, at times, on downrigh 
savagery. In his latest novel, "Ask 
Me Tomorrow" Harcourt, Brace: $2.50 
Mr. Cozzens digs deep into the sou' 
of Francis Ellery, comes up with i 
chronicle that might well serve as a 
psychological case study. 


If anything, the author is 
too 


thorough in his analysis. Too much 01 
the story is told directly by Mr. Coz- 
zens; too little is reflected througl 
the words and actions of the youth- 
ful and precocious hero. The authoi 
never lets Ellery speak Without firsl 
making him go through an agonizing 
thought-process as intricate as a quad- 
ratic equation. But this doesn't keep 
the book from, being readable and 
sometimes absorbing. 


Young Ellery is a novelist at 23. To 


keep himself and his mother de- 
cently nourished between books, he 
accepts a job as tutor to a bright 
but partially invalided 12-year-old 
boy, 
Walter Cunningham. With the 


exacting, methodical Mrs. Cunning- 
ham and Walter, Francis moves around 
the Italian and French Riveras. At 
Cap d'Ail in France, he and Lorna 
meet again. Francis has loved Lorna 
ever since the days they spent to- 
gether in Paris. 


Despite his careful efforts not to let 


romance interfere .with his tutorial 
duties, it does cause an unforeseen se- 
quence of minor disasters. Lorna has 
little adventure in her heart and does 
not care to brave Paris with a pen- 
niless author and ex-tutor. For Fran- 
cis there is no economic destiny be- 
yond the immediate rewards of a dis- 
creet teacher and the uncertain com- 
pensation from his unwritten bokos. 


It' you lean towards psychological 


novels, you will certainly be delight- 
ed with the detailed study Mr. Coz- 
zens has''provided. His deceptions of 
drabness (and to tho. author, most scen- 
es are drab) are magnificently drawn 
You should have a satisfactory even- 
ing or two with Mr. Cozzens.
